Bringing God Back to a 
Years ago | read the story of 
a certian king whose son had 
caused him to leave his throne 
and flee for his life. In battle a 
few days later the young man 
was slain and this left the 
throng that were following him 
without a leader. ; 


The one thing that bore on 
my mind so forcibly was_ that 
the son would be so unkind to 
his father as to raise an insur- 
rection and undertake to usurp 
the throne and try to have his 
father put to death. It seemed so 
cruel to me. It seemed so out- 
rageous and contemptible. 


But after the son was dead 
the hearts of the multitudes 
smote them and they began to 
repent and want to get back un- 
der the king again. After some 
little time for thought they re- 
membered how good the king 
had been to them in saving them 
from their enemies. So they 
said, “Now therefore why speak 
ye nota word of bringing the 
king back?” 


The sentiment grew stronger 
and stronger in favor of bringing 
back the king to his throne. This 
sentiment, however, was __ prin- 
ciply among those who had been 
of the number who had been led 
away by the cruel son. But it 
seemed that the closest friends 
of the king were not very for- 
ward about bringing the king 
back to his throne. At last the 
plaintive appeal from the king 
reached the ears of those that 
had seemed to be his closest 
friends in time of the rebellion 
“Why are ye the last to bring 
the king back to his house? 
** * Ye are my brethren, ye are 
my bones and my flesh: where- 
fore then are ye the last to bring 
back the king?” 

This story was a lesson to me 
concerning the return of our 
Savior to earth again where He 
can sit upon the throne of Da- 
vid and rule over the entire 
world. I have often wondered 
if the saints of God are very anx- 
ious for Him to come back a- 
gain. How the plaintive appeal 
from David “bowed the heart of 
allthe men of Judah.” When 
they came to themselves how 
quickly they hastened the mes- 
sage to the king: “Return thou, 
and all thy servants.” 

I have often wondered, as | 
have read this story if the Son 
of David would yet have to send 
2a message to some of His clos- 
est followers and say, why are 
you the last to bring back the 
King?

Come back 
our Savior! Come back, O king; 
and be seated upon Thy throne 
and rule the kingdoms of this 
world.”
